KEROSENE AND A CARELESS COOK 


Supposed to Have Been the Cause of the 


Holocaust—The Building Was Occupied 
Iiy Thirteen Families and That Many 
More Lives Were Sot I-ost Is a Miracle 
—Other Disasters. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 
19.—Early Monday 


morning a fire broke out in tlie kitchen of 
the restaurant on the store floor of tho big 
five-story tenement nt ,'JO.j ^Vcit Seventh 
avenue. 
Nine or tho sixty cdJ occupants

The dead aro: William 
Glennon, aged GO years, burned to death; 
Xellie McGeogfiun, aged 2-J years, smothered

Thirteen Faitiilics In Peril. 


The building v.-as occupied bj- thirteen 


families, who have been made temporarily 
homeless by the fire. 
Thj flames did not do 


very much damage in tho various np;irt- 
ments, but burned out their strength in the 
halhvay. 
Tiie 
pecuniary loss 
will not 


amount to more thnn £1U,IX>0. 
The fire orig- 


inated in the rear o! John Snyder's restau- 
rant at an hour when all the people in tho 
house were sleeping soundly. Just how the 
Sre started is a mystery, but a» the restau- 
rant cook is mis>ing it is fair to presume 
that an accident occurred while he was mak- 
ing the fire in the b'g range. 


Supposed Cause of the Firf. 


The awful sp.til with which the flames 


swept up through the building suggests tho 
use of kerosene by tbo careless cook. 
The 


door leading from tho kitchen to the hall- 
way was found open and the great volume 
of flume roiiedfi out into the \ as^age nud 
swept up th.' stairway so 
rapidly that 


families living on the first floor must in- 
evitably have peri-h"d without even 
so 


much as a warning, but it so luippened that 
tho rooms directly o\ er the restaurant w cro 
unoccupied on account of the heat which 
seemed to sift through the flooring from tho 
mammoth range underneath. 


Uisoovci-y of the Fire. 


Less than half a blo"k away, on the corner 


of Twenty-eignth street and the aveuu", 
stood Polnjeme-i Waine^ and MeCallatigh of 
tho Thirtieth street station.

Flftiut; for Their Lives. 


At first murinnrings were heard, then a 


buzz of many voices, which finally changed 
into a wail of terror and agony from men, 
womun, an 1 children, struggling for their 
lives in the death-trap. Fire eseapes lta-1- 
ing frtm the burning building to th-3 next 
tenement house w^-re soon fill 'd with half- 
naked people, frantically 
endeavoring to 


reach the street, 
lu the meantime t;ie fire 


department had arrived aud i.a 1 begun to 
assist in the rescue of the frightened in- 
mates.

In the rooms <>f tlie \Vells family was a 


sight which cannot easily be forgotten. Ii 
the m ddle of the fl-mr knelt the mother, 
M»ry "Well-', and in her 
tit-ad embrace were 


her children, Jane and Thom;t?. 
They had 


been smothered, an.l not a burn or blister 
defaced the pallor of their counteiuiiicvs. 
The nine dead 
bodies were placed in ambu- 


lances and taken to the Thirtieth street 
fetation, and later Coroner Hanley.gavj per- 
mits of removal tu friends who claim~jd the 
remains. 


An Arrest Made. 


Snyder, tho keeper of the restaurant in 


which the fire broke out, has been arrested 
on suspicion of being responsible for the 
catastrophe. 
A policy of insurance for $1,- 


000 on his stock was found in his possession, 
and one of thj employes states that ho 
found fat scattered over the floor of tho res- 
taurant
